Boyhood, 


"What toy would not be an Indian 


for awhile when he thinks of the frees; 
life in the world?" asks the Indiua 
writer. Mr. Charles X Eastman, in hia 
book. "Indian Boyhood." But while 
Indian boys have the freedom of the 
woods they have a more severe train- 
ing than white boys to fit them for 
what their tribe believes to be the du- 
ties of manhood. Mr. Easnaan thus re- 
calls his own experience: 


It seems to be a popular idea that the 


characteristic skill of the Indian is in- 
stinctive and hereditary. This is a mis- 
take. Air the stoicism and patience of 
the Indian are acquired trcits, and con- 
tinued practice alone makes him master 
Of the art of woodcraft. 


Physical training and dieting were 


not neglected. I remember ihar I was 
not allowed to have warm beef soup or 
any warm drink. The soup was for the 
old men. General rules for the young 
were never to take their food vary hot 
nor to drink much water. 


My uncle, who educated me up to the 


time when I was fifteen years of age. 
was a strict disciplinarian and a good 
teacher. \Vhen I left the tepee ia tho 
morning, he would say, "Hakao'ah, look 
closely to everything you see," and at 
evening, on ray return, he used1 often 
to catechise me for an hour or so: 


"On which side of the trees is the 


lighter, colored bark? On which do they 
have the most regular branches?" 


It was his custom to let me name all 


the new birds that I had seen during 
the day. I would name them according 
to the color, or the shape of the bill, or 
their song, or the appearance and local- 
ity of the nest; in fact, anything about 
the bird that impressed me as charac- 
teristic. 


'"Hakadah," he would say to me, "you 


ought to follow the example of the 
skunktokocha (the -wolf). Even when 
he is surprised and runs for bis life he 
will pause to take one more look at you 
before he enters his final retreat. So 
you must take a second look at every- 
thing you see." 


All boys were expected to endure 


hardship without complaint In''savage 
warfare a yooag man must of course, 
be an athlete and used to undergoing 
all sorts of privations. He must be able 
to go without food and water for two 
or three days without displaying any 
weakness or to run for a day and night 
without any rest He must be able to 
traverse a pathless, wild country with- 
out losing, his way either In the "day or 
at night.

ur all of them: At the place of each In- 


j dividual the plate and *>er\iette. with 
such knives, rorki, spooutf, glasses, etc., 
as are needed for that particular meal, 
Eluke up what is called "the cover." 
Twenty inches of space is the least 
that should be allowed for each cover. 
O;i formal occasions a richly decorated 
dinner plate, about ten inches iu diam- 
eter, i» &et at each cover when the ta- 


i ble is laid. The oyster aud soup plates 
i re placed in turn upon this, and later 
It is exchanged for the plate upon which 
,the lirsc hot coarse after the soup 
,)!> served. When there are plenty of 
i maids, thus avoiding drawing out the 
• meal to an unseemly length, it is coii- 
jsidered au fait io have a plate in the 
center of each cover continuously until 
the clearing of the table for the des- 
sert 


At the right of the service plate dis- 


pose as many knives as will be re- 
quired before the dessert, each one 
with cutting edge toward the plate. 
At the right of the knives lay the soup 
spoon with the Inside of the bowl up- 
ward; T>eyond this the fork for oysters 
or other hors d'ceuvre, so that, begin- 
n.ag with the oyster fork, the utensils 
on the right of the service plate be 
laid in the order of use. Beginning at 
the extreme left of the service plate 
arrange the forks In the order of use, 
having the last close to the plate. The 
tines should be turned up. When the 
number of courses is such that but 
two or three knives and forks are re- 
quired, the dessert fork may be placed 
upon the table with the other forks 
and nearest the plate, with the dessert 
spoon above the plate. 
Spoons or 


forks for punch and spoous for after 
dinner coffee are best laid upon the 
plate or saucer at the time of serving. 
Indeed, the table can be cleared more 
neatly for the dessert if all the silver 
for dessert be put In place when need- 
ed. At the upper right liand of the 
service plate, at the tips of the knives, 
set the glass for water. 


The napkins for dinner should be 


large. 
In laundering these fold in 


halves lengthwise and then fold again 
lengthwise, having the side with the 
selvage upward, then fold over in the 
middle and one end back to the ccntial 
fold; turn the napkin over and fold the 
other end over to the central fold The 
napkin can be opened accordion fash- 
ion. Place the uapkius on the service 
plate or-at the left of the folks or fold 
by hand in the middle and place above 
the plates. If cards are u&ed to seat the 
guests, these should be placed upon the 
napkin. 
At dinner a dinner roll, a 


piece of bread 2 by 3 inches or three 
bieadstlcks tied together are often 
placed, in sight, witiiin the folds of the 
napkin. At luncheon any one of these, 
with a ball or neatly shaped piece of- 
butter, is placed on a bieacl and butter 
plate, with a butter spreader a little to 
the right and aboie the plate. Butter 
not being served at dinner, this plate 
does not then appear.

' handful to every three hens. At noon 
! give a mash of equal parts of ground

! has been mixed with water, to fiftceu 


j hens. At night give mixed grains, as 
In the morning, only give a full hand- 
ful to each fowl. Under this method 
of feeding the fowls arc kept hungry 
until the full feed at night and iire 
continually scratching through the day 
for some stray grain. I believe that 
there is more danger of overfeeding 
than underfeeding fowls, especially 
with beginners.—E. P. Tabor, Jr., iu 
Commercial Poultry.

these qualities in a degree that is not 
equaled by any other floor, aud in tlie 
balance the weight of evidence points 


that can be used. As for durability, if 
it is properly made there is no floor 
that Is equal to the cement If rightly 
laid and good material is used, the 
floor _that is made is of the nature of 
stone and evea more lasting than some 
stone.

j t:a! starter is not new. It lias been 
j auopted in Denmark and some other 
countries of Euroiws to a wide extent. 
In this country it has been u.sed for 
only about a year and is only ju.st coin- 
ing to be recognized as a proper meth- 
od of butter making. The bacteria fa- 
vorable for this purpose are nov.- upon 
our markets, two or three different 
ones being now used in this country. 
They are generally known as pure cul- 
tures, a term which simply means a 
large quantity of one species of bac- 
teria unmixed with others. The differ- 
ent pure cultures which are now at the 
command of the butter maker who 
may wish to use them are not used in 
the same way, each having its method 
and each its own peculiarities. But it 
appears likely that the coming method 
in butter making will be by the use of 
artificial starters prepared from some 
of the varieties of pure cultures. It 
will be thus seen that to the bacteria 
the butter maker owes a debt, since it 
is these organisms which furnish him 
with a flavor and aroma which he can 
sell in market for a good price.

We 
do not mention this sale to cast any 
reflections on tbe Jersey breed, but to 
call the attention of those who need 
dairy cattle to an important fact— 
namely, that now is a good time to 
break into the business. Tlie sale re- 
corded above is not exceptional. Plen- 
ty of Jerseys are selling at public sal'.- 
around $40 to $60 for yearling and 
two-year-old heifers and cowt, well 
bred or good producers. 
These are 


but little above stockyards prices for 
good dairy cows, and such figures must 
drive some breeders out of business. 
The time is coming when good dairy 
cattle will be wanted and at better 
prices than they now com maud. They 
will pay their way in tlie hands of a 
flalryman until that time—and nobody 
else has any business to own them.

Dairy Kxnorf*. 


Official figures show iiultc a decline 


In our exports of dairy products. 
It 


may at first seem deplorable that n 
great export trade in these products 
cannot be maintained, but closer study 
•will leave small reason for regret. A 
big export trade in butter and cheese 
Is based on low prices and cannot exist 
otherwise. When prices here are good. 
they arc too higli for foreigners, and 
they cease to buy laigeiy. All efforts 
to stimulate the export trade have 
been futile in tbe face of this funda- 
mental fact and always will be-. In- 
ferior products have done mudi to in- 
jure our trade 
In dairy products 


abroad, but that Is the only quality 
that could be secured cheap enough to 
suit the foreigner. Fraudulent prod- 
ucts are no longer a drawback, and if 
our export trade does not Increase it Is 
for the good reason of dollars and 
cents in favor of the home market— 
National Stockman. 


Clieaopenlne tlie Milk Ilntlon. 


Roughage is nearly the same every- 


where—corn silage, cornstalks and hay. 
The question is what to use for a grain 
ration to be fed with the above kinds 
of roughage to produce the most milk. 
Most farmers have Writ ana" ''oats, 
which tbsr grind and feed mixed with 
a little bran. This does not furnish the 
most desirable nor the cheapest ration 
when production is considered- Lea^e 
out the corn entirely, as worse than 
useless, says E. W. Mosher of Erie 
county, N. Y., and substitute cotton- 
seed meal, even at $30 per ton. By 
feeding four pounds of bran, four 
pounds of oats and two pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal with silage, cornstalks 
and hay or even without the hay, you 
will get results that will be surprising. 


"Watery Hatter. 


Recently In Chicago a car of butter 


from a Kansas creamery company was 
es-imined by govp'-nmpnt experts and 
found to contain 21 per cent of water. 
It consisted of ladle goods, and this ex- 
plains how the water got into it. It 
was probably worked in intentionally 
in the process of working over the but- 
ter. 
Tills is a trick that is worked 


with variations. Sometimes chemicals 
are used to help incorporate the water 
with the butter, and at other times heat 
alone is depended upon. This butter 
was evidently reworked at a high tem- 
perature. At the present time the rul- 
ing of the government is that butter 
must not contain over 1C per cent of 
water.—Creamery Journal.

If al! i\.'.* i-> X< pt in 
fine condition, it \\i\l au:.ply a:a;»U- food 
for winter, «nd the oow» mil gjvt more 
m:!k than if fed simply hay and p-ain 
The succulent nature of the ensilage 
tends to satisfy the cows and to in- 
crease the milk supply. 


The question of how much ens:!age 


should be fed a day to cattle in winter 
has been variously estimated, but prob- 
ably forty pounds per head per day 
comes about as near to the average of 
good feeding as we can make. 
One 


may easiiy ligure out on this b.isis how 
many cows can be supported on the en- 
silage put away. 
One large siio will 


give better results than two or three 
small ones. If the cows number only 
thirty, the size mentioned above fciiould 
answer the purpose, and for every ad- 
ditional ten cows increase the dimen- 
sions by about two feet in each direc- 
tion. A silo much larger than 30 feet 
in depth and 20 to 21 feet in diameter 
Is unwieldy, and it is better then to 
construct two. 
In making estimates 


for the above allowances are made for 
some summer feeding, for there is 
hardly a season when a portion of it 
does not run short of food. Good en- 
silage then comes in handy to supple- 
ment the wornout pastures. It is al- 
ways well to have a surplus rather 
than a deficiency. 


Effect of Psetln on Butter. 


Gluten meals and feeds tend to make 


butter "soft, while cottonseed meal has 
the opposite effect, says American Ag- 
riculturist Properly mixed, these feeds 
will tend to counteract each other. 
CornmOtil is relatively expensive, but 
its good effects on the quality of butter 
will warrant tbe use of a small pro- 
portion. The following ration is sug- 
gested: The grain should be mixed in 
bulk as follows: "Wheat bran, 400 
pounds; gluten feed, 250 pounds; cot- 
tonseed meal, 100 pounds; cornmeal, 
100 pounds. 
'"- 


This may be fecY by measure after 


weighing four quarts to determine the 
weight of n given bulk. 
The grain 


feeds should be fed twice daily on the 
silage, and the hay should be fed after 
all other feeding night and morning. 
No noon feed Is necessaij, provided as 
much is fed as otherwise. 


A Wisconsin Experiment. 


The silo shown in the accompanying 


photograph -\>«s built upon my farm 
liere last summer and is t!ie only one 
In this part of Manitowoc county, 
writes C. J. Haese of Collins, Wis, to 
Hoard's Dairyman. It is built entirely 
of stone and is 14 feet in diameter and 
25 feet high. A gallery connects it 
with the b.u-n where the stock is fed 
during thftuvinter, solhat the ensilage 
can casil^be removed. Seven acres of 
corn sufticed to iili the silo. Inasmuch

ever tried In this vicinity there is con- 
siderable interest manifested in the 
outcome, and it is probable If it proves 
successful that others will follow my 
example. 


Alternating; Food*. 


A ration containing the proper food 


elements can sometimes be given by 
using one rough feed and one grain 
feed only and fair results be obtained, 
ns when alfalfa hay and bran arc the 
feeds used, but best results are secured 
when a variety is given, snys an ex- 
change. It is well also to have variety 
both in roughness and In gram. A mix- 
ture of two grains will produce a high- 
er yield than tic same amount of fooil 
given in one grain, and four or live or 
even more kinds of grain mixed togeth- 
er will usually give better res,ulls than 
two, although the bulk of the mixture 
Is made of one grain. Smnll additions 
of a number of feeds fin\ or f ho mixture 
and make it more appetizing. For this 
reason a cow will eat more and yield 
more in proportion to what she eats. 
Ground oats usually cost too much to 
form any Inrgo portion of the dairy 
cow's ration, but cows like this feed, 
nnd it is frequently profitable to add 11 
handful of ground oats to the grain rn- 
tlou of ench meal, as It makes the whole 
feed taste better, nnd when cows relish 
their feed it adds to the jlcld.

food at-all times increases the quality 
of milk, but. the percentage of fat is 
not in any way impro\ed by it, if any- 
thing the tendency being rather the 
other way. 


That an extra supply of nutritious 


food almost invariably very slightly in- 
creases the solids, not fat, of the milk. 


That a ration poor in food ingredi- 


ents has a very slight tendency to re- 
duce the solids, not fat. in the milk, but 
has little appreciable effect on tbe fat. 


That with a poor ration a cow in full 


weight will lose carcass weight, while 
on a rich diet she will gain weight 


That, although the percentage of fat 


in a cow's milk may vary daily, we at 
present seem unable to control these 
variations or to account for them. 


That for limited periods up to one 


month or thereabouts all ordinary 
quantities and qualities of foods seem 
to have no material effect on the qual- 
ity of the milk. 


That the only food, which seems to 


have had any material effect on the 
percentage of butter in the milk is an 
excess of brewers' grains. 


That "very succulent grass has had 


only a very trifling effect in altering 
the percentage of fat. 


That most foods convey some flavor 


to the butter, but scarcely any of them 
will alter its percentage in the milk. 


That some foofc exercise a material 


effect in raising the melting point of 
butter. 


That the aim of all producers of 


milk, butter or cheese should be to 
feed what will gi^e quantity in mod- 
erate amount and. of a mixed nature, 
aud the produce will be the best that 
the cow can givt;. 


That extra quality must be looked 


for by improving the breeds and judi- 
cious selection rather than by any spe- 
cial foods or methods of feeding. 


That the variations in the percentage 


of i'at in a cow's milk are caused by 
something, but what that something is 
vro at present do not know, though if 
we did we might be able to influence 
the quality.

Cold storage and process butter have 


doue more toward fixing the price of 
butter than we perhaps thought while 
confronted with the oleo fraud, says 
Creamery Journal. That oleo has been 
a mighty competitor we all know to 
our sorrow. It has hurt us in hurting 
the butter market, and it h;is hurt our 
feelings sorely because its competition 
was one of fraud. 
But there is a le- 


gitimate competition or a legitimate 
factor in leveling prices in cold storage 
butter. 
'When fresh creamery butter 


made In the winter had no competitor, 
but held butter from the farms, things 
were all favorable to the creamery, 
nnd forty cent butter in winter was ac- 
cepted ns a legitimate thing. 


Farm butter, which was a drug at 


6 to 9 cents a pound in summer, went 
with a rush in winter at 23 cents. 
Farm butter is worth more when made 
and less when held, but this is again 
modified by the demand from the proc- 
ess butter men. More than half the 
butter is still made on the farm, but 
the comprehensive scale upon which 
it is now processed, cleaned, made at- 
tractive to sight and to palate is a 
prominent clement in modifying the 
market for all butter, creamery includ- 
ed. This is why we cannot figure out 
tho effect of antioieo legislation to dec- 
imal fractions or even within a few 
cents. 


Cold storage and process factories arc 


with us to stny. "Winter dairying is 
here to stay, but tho profits of winter 
dairying arc cut down ami the business 
partially held In check by these two 
legitimate rivals, those levelers of 
prices. Well for us all is it that wo 
have tho oloo crowd by the hip. It is 
also well—yes. Imperative— that we 
keep them within legitimate bounds.

cows are milked, as only then we get 
the full benefit of the milk. 


The calf should have new milk ex- 


clusively the fiist fourteen to twenty 
days. 


Dairy of a. Queen. 


The dairy of Queen Alexandra of 


Denmark is probably the finest model 
extant of tte old fashioned dairy. The 
establishment is a small one, with 
plain furniture, distinguished for its 
simple cleanliness. There is no me- 
chanical separator, the milk is skim- 
med in the old fashioned way and the 
cream allowed to ripen. The Royal 
Dairyman has taken great interest in 
her herd and. dairy, making a model 
for the country people, the place being 
thrown open at stated periods to the 
public. The cows are of the Jersey 
breed and graze in lovely meadows. 


Methods of Milking. 


Methods of milking have much influ- 


ence on the quantity of ruilk given by 
the cow, and sonic think that a faulty 
method also afftcts the proportion of 
butter fat in the milk. At a recent 
meeting of the British Dairy associa- 
tion tlie subject was discussed, and an 
interesting paper was read by Prim- 
rose McConnoll 011 the subject He de- 
scribed tlie stripping method as that 
in which tho fingers are forcibly drawn 
down the teat, sometimes done with 
energy as if the milker was drawing 
the milk down from the horns of the 
cow. 
If the teats are scratched iii the 


least or chapped, this rough process 
opens and keeps irritated the broken 
skin, so that there will be a considera- 
ble soreness, inevitably resulting in a 
decrease of the yield. The squeezing 
method is much the better. The opera- 
tor grasps the teat and, the arms and 
elbows moving, squeezes it only, with- 
out any pulling, and no cessation of 
the sound, for the stream is started 
from one teat before it is stopped to 
take a new hold at the other. The 
principal superiority of this method lies 
in the fact that it deals gently with the 
tent, so that where there is a tendency 
to soreness the sores arc not continual- 
ly reopened, and thus the animal stands 
more quietly during the operation. 
Sores heal up more quickly, new ones 
arc not formed, and consequently the 
animal will be a better milker. A cow 
that could hardly be made to submit to 
the former method may stand quietly 
during the latter.—Exchange. 


An Advantage In Disiulvantngre. 
The butter maker who is working 


earnestly with his patrons, exerting 
himself to Induce them to take better 
care of their dairies, apparently in 
vain, must not be discouraged, says 
Creamery Journal. If the patrons of 
all our creameries brought perfect 
milk, tho demand for good butter mak- 
ers would bo inactive indeed, as any 
one could make first class butter out of 
such raw material. 


KcntiiftUy Creamery Closed. 


The Seven ITTlls Creamery company, 


llcudorson, Ky., which was recently 
incorporated at Owonsboro with about 
100 stockholders, has suspended, and 
tho directors will sell the plant The 
directors looked to the farmers for 
milk, which they were unnble to get. 


ATiHoIntc Cleanliness. 


Many housewives who would resent 


a suggestion of iincloanllncss will use 
tho regular dishcloth for washing the 
churn and utensils, but it is not possi- 
ble for those to bo sufficiently clean, 
and no other but perfectly clean cioths 
should bo used about the dairy.

Some chccso 


should be cured much faster than c.l:- 
ers. and again the reverse is the case. 
Unless one understands the reasons for 
tliis it is impossible to produce like re- 
sults. Every checsemaker has found 
that in spite of his best efforts the 
cheese of one day's work is stiff aud 
dry and that of the next day too moist. 
In such a case different treatment is 
demanded. The moist cheese will cure 
much faster than the stiff and dry 
cheese, and if the two are handled 
alike uniform quality cannot be ex- 
pected. 


In the curing there are four factors 


or conditions that must be considered 
aud brought under control. These are 
temperature, "air, moisture and light. 
Unless we know how to control thesa 
•we cannot expect to produce the high- 
est results with the cheese. Tempera- 
ture probably is the most important 
and intractable of these factors, and it 
is something that requires persistent 
study. A proper temperature in the 
curing room will often produce good 
cheese even when other conditions; are 
against the work. The temperatmte 
should at first be-kept between 05 ai^d- 
70 degrees and lowered then gradually 
to GO degrees. In the spring of the year 
the temperature should be kept higher, 
as the cheese should be cured faster. 
In winter sometimes the temperature 
toward the end can even descend ns 
low as 50 degrees, but the chcesemakcr 
must be very careful at such times. 
Good ventilation is essential and also 
a certain amount of light. The regula- 
tion of the light bears an important 
part in the making of cheese, and we 
do not yet know all that it will do for 
us. The moisture of course must be 
controlled, but that is a matter for 
each one to solve for himself.—.Tatnca 
Ridgeway in American Cultivator.
